“Vhen asked later whether Mon- 
tagu had resigned before or after the 
publication of the Irdian dispatch, 
Chamberlain replied the resignation 
had been tendered today. 

Chamberlain said he desired ex- 
pressly to abstain from comment on 
the subject matter of the Ind@lan 
Government's telegram.

The program of terminal and transportation i{m- 
‘provements submitted by Charles H. Diel at the third 
St. Louls needs luncheon tncludes things of vital im- 
portance to St. Louis. It is a comprehensive program, 
designed to link more closely the east and west sides 
of the river, to utilize all the bridges to best advan- 
tage and to increase the efficiency and lessen the cost 
of terminal service for rail and river traffic. 

The detailed report of the engineers working on the 
transportation problem has not yet been. submitted, 
and until the whole scheme in detail is known dis- 
cussion of it may well be postponed temporarily and 
the thought and effort of the community concentrat- 
ed on the question of a bond issue to meet the press- 
ing municipal necessaries of the city. 

We would substitute for the word “burden,” used by 
Paul Brown in hig interesting presentation of the 


comparative indebtedness of the leading cities of the. 


United States, the word investment. A loan for a 
good investment to extend a plant and provide facili- 
ties for an expanding business is not a burden but a 
paying investment. It is profitable. 

As was pithily said by Mr. Hawes, a business cor- 
, poration which refuses to use its credit to build ex- 

tensiogs and provide facilities necessary to realize 
to the full its opportunities for increasing business. 
stagnates and falls behind its competitors. 

St. Louis has been slipping because, with all the 
|matural advantages of a great city, it lacks funda-' 
mental necessaries of life and growth. The founda- 
tions of a great city must be laid before a great city 
| can be built. 

A house without adequate plumbing would soon be 

vacant. Considerations of health and comfort would 
preclude its occupancy. Adequate plumbing fs an in-

vestment mecessary to utilize the capacity of the 


house, so adequate sewers are necessary to a city. 


A house without adequate roadways for exit and 
entrance labors under serious handicaps. The road- 
Ways are investments necessary to the house. So 
adequate streets and thoroughfares are necessary for 


/@ city. 


An ample water supply is a fundamental] neces- 
sity to the life and growth of the city. | 

Park spaces, playgrounds, hospitals and adequate, 
city institutions of all kinds are fundamental neces- 
saries. 

Adequate transportation and terminal facilities 

re necessary to growth and prosperity. These things, 
while requiring municipal co-operanhon., depend upon 
corporate and private enterprise. Adequate housing, 
which is a necessary, fs in this class. 

The fundamentals of a municipal plant which offers 
opportunity for growth, however, ¢epend wholly upon 
the investment and efforts of the municipalitr—the 
people and their official representatives. 

To deprive St. Louis of an adequate municipal 
plant, ample streets for traffic. sewers for health 
and property protection. hospitals and institutions. 
park spaces and playgrounds, {s to deprive it of the 
conditions necessary for health. 
and development of municipal interests which af 
the life and prosperity of a people. 

A city without these things either stagnates or falls 
backward. Eventually it is bound to recede. It re- 
pels business investment and people seeking homes 
and business opportunities. It precludes profitable 
business and comfortable, healthful living.
